A P R O M IS E T H A T M E A N S S O M E ­ 


T H IN G . 


The Democrat has said very lit Ie 
thus far iii the city campaign, believ­ 
ing it to be better to wait until a J 
the tickets had been nominated and 
the excitement engendered 
by 
the 
preliminary contests at an end before 
undertaking to discuss the issues to 
he decided by the people at the com­ 
ing election. 
In the first place, it might as well 
be said ln*re and now that this paper 
is unalterably .in favor of a commis­ 
sion form of government for Sedalia, 
and believes that until such method 
of conducting the city’s affairs is in­ 
troduced it is sheer tolly to try any 
makeshifts in methods that can not 
but lad in accomplishing any change 
that can be of benefit to the people. 
lr is the system that is at fault for 
any ills from which we suffer, and 
not the men who hold the offices. 
Believing this, we can see no good 
reason for chasing a will-o’-tae-wisj*, 
in an endeavor to alter conditions 
when those conditions are inevitable 
under the fundamental law. 
No honest man in Sedalia cm just­ 
ly accuse the administration of Mayor 
Fred L. Ludemann as bein; ineffi­ 
cient, corrupt or neglectful of tile 
city’s interests, aud no honest man 
will even attempt to deny that during 
the past two years the present ad­ 
ministration has been as progressive 
as public spirited and as jealous of 
the people’s real good as any in the 
whole history of the municipality. 
Mayor Ludemann has 
been 
con­ 
stantly upon his “job,” and day or 
night hag been found ready and alert 
to do everything within hits power 
for the good of tile entire city. Never 
once has he failed, never once re­ 
fused to act whenever 
action 
was 
necessary or possible. 
He has been 
a faithful and honest official, deserv­ 
ing in the fullest the confidence of 
his people aud entitled by his record 
to re-election 
It is true that f<q> some ti ne com­ 
plaints have been made at the man­ 
ner in which the police court has 
been handled, m d upon that rests 
chiefly the arguments for a change. 
and that is about the only reason that 


Iv upon that platform and will with­ 
out any question put it into effect ii 
chosen at the polls. 
Much publicity has recently been 
given to statements from republican 
candidates in reference to this par­ 
ticular matter and all have endeav­ 
ored to convey' the impression that 
they are against the ex-officfo prac­ 
tice . But these statements contain a 
“jokor,’’ which is readily fduncl by 
those conversant with the situation. 
All of them proclaim that the writers 
are positively opposed to any ‘‘ille­ 
gal” conduct of the police court, and 
pledge themselves not to permit the 
court to act unlawfully in the matter 
of its ex-officio capacity. 
The truth is. it is absolutely and 
entirely legal for the police judge to 
try cases as an ex-officio justice of 
the peace and that is where the trou­ 
ble lies. It is impossible to stop the 
practice unless the city marshal, po­ 
lice judge and city attorney, of their 
own free will consent to do so. 
To promise not to do illegal acts j 
doesn’t meet the emergency. What is 
necessary is that these three officers 
pledge themselves not to take advant­ 
age of the law as it now stands which 
permits them to burden the people 
with unnecessary costs, and agree to 
try all cases that come under the 
city ordinances as city officials under 
salary and not as ex-officio township 
officers and by thus acting make fees 
for themselves. 
A positive promise to this effect is 
the only real relief, and up to date 
the republican candidates have not 
gone that far. 
The democratic candidates for mar­ 
shal, judge and attorney were nomi­ 
nated with the 
understanding 
that 
this would be the manner in which 
hey would conduct their offices if 
elected, and they 
haven’t 
stopped* 
half way. either. They pledged them­ 
selves voluntarily never to use the 
city court as a justice of the peace 
tribunal when offenders can he tried 
and punished under the city ordi­ 
nances and on that platform they 
stand. 
There is no catch phrase in 
any statement made, they just sim­ 
ply say they won’t do this thing, un­ 
equivocally and without reserve. 
Here is a statement and a promise 
that George F. Boothe, candidate for 
city attorney; 
John Burger, candi­ 
date for city marshal ,and Ed T. Don­ 
ohue, candidate for police judge, have 
made and signed, and on the strength 
of which they are being s u p p o rte d by 
the democrats of Sedalia:

New York, March 14—There is lit­ 
tle telling to what extremes the pres­ 
e n t baseball war will develop before 
it comes to some sort of a definite 
^ ending.

League movement. 
Their most hit* 
»< r disappointment of all came when 
the unfeigned worlds tourists—with 
the single exception of Mike Doolan 
- -refused to go over to the new or­ 
ganization and instead put their sig­ 
natures 
on 
contracts of the clubs 
they had played with last year. 
But 
that is only part of their worries?. 
Even the weather seems to have 
been In connivance with organized 
baseball to thwart the plans of the 
outlaw promoters. 
The 
big 
snow 
storms that struck the eastern part 
of the country at a time when the 
Feds had reason to believe the wea­ 
ther was about to become mild hit a 
hard 
blow 
at 
one 
end 
of 
their 
scheme. 
The 
big 
snowfall means 
that the eastern teams of the circuit 
that have to build new grandstands— 
Brooklyn and Buffalo—will be unable 
to open their eason at home until 
along in June, whereas the original 
intention 
was 
to 
have the stands 
built and games played in the new 
parks by the middle of May at the 
latest. It now is an utter impossibil­ 
ity for these parks to be ready until 
at least a month later. 
The agents of organized baseball 
have circumvented the 
Feds 
in 
a 
number 
of 
other ways. 
Recently 
Bill Bradley, representing Brooklyn, 
gumshoed into Hot .Springs bent on 
signing up some of the players of 
various big league 
teams 
training 
there, but he left 
empty 
handed. 
Yean Gregg, though 
already 
under 
contract 
with 
the Clevelanl Naps, 
was the man most sought. Bradley’s 
visit there followed the sweeping de- 
elaration of war by the Feds to the 
effect that they would use the major 
leaguers’ tactics and go after all the 
men they could find, regardless of 
whether they were signed to con­ 
tracts or not. 
Gregg, it is learned. 
was the first man approached under 
this new order. 
But Owner Somers, 
of the Naps, kept Gregg in line by 
offering to increase the amount of 
money his contract called for.

For the majority of 
these food articles St. Louis has the 
advantage over Kansas City, since 
they Can be purchased there cheaper 
retail, probably due to the fact that 
St. Louis is closer to the great pro­ 
ducing center of Missouri and Illi­ 
nois. 
In comparing retail prices which 
prevailed on October lo, 1912, and for 
the same day iii 1913. Supervisor of 
Statistics A. T. Edmonston, of the 
bureau of labor statistics, selected 
chuck roast first, for the reason that 
it is one of the cheapest of meats and 
therefore forms the chief flesh food 
for those whose earnings are small. 
On October lo. 1912. it was selling 
for an average of 13.7 a pound in 
Kansas City aud 15.1 cents in St. 
Ixonia. 
In 1890 the price was a little 
lower than one-half of these prices in 
Dot ti cities and in 1896 even less. 
October 15. 1913, saw' the average re­ 
tail price per pound in St. Louis 15.9 
cents and in Kansas City 15.;> cents. 
While the drought 
of

have increased the price 
of 
some 
foods, it did not affect corn meal, 
regardless of the 1913 com crop in 
Missouri, Kansas and other big pro­ 
ducers being half of a normal one. 
In St.. Txjuls meal was selling October 
15, 1913, al 2 8 cents, as compared to 
3.02 cents the same day in 1912. The 
Kansas City price, on the same day. 
1913. was 2.65 cents, and, 1912, 2.94 
cents. 
The phenomenal 1913 wheat yield 
of Missouri lowered the retail price 
of flour over 1912, it selling on Oc­ 
tober 15, 1913, in Kansas City for 74 
cents for a sack of 24 pounds, as com­ 
pared to 78 cents the sa m e day in 
1912. 
The St. Louis price, same day, 
1913, was 73 cents, and, 
1912,

cents.

The increase in price of the seven* 
cen commodities means that where 
it cost $10 in October of 1912 in a 
St. Ijouis home to provide food for 
tile table it took $10.72 to purchase 
the same commodities in tile same 
month a year later.
